Tehran, Iran, Sept. 14 
UP) — A 
campaign to u nseat Premier Mo­ 
hammed Mossadegh in the fight 
over Iran’s oil nationalization pol­ 
icy was gathering momentu m both 
inside and ou tside the cou ntry to­ 
day. 
Said Zia Ed-Din, a former con­ 
servative premier and pro-British 
head of the inactive National Will 
party, reopened his party head­ 
q u arters and rallied su pporters 
last night in a speech denou ncing 
the premier. 
Zia Ed-Din, a favorite of the 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, is 
the man considered most lik ely to 
su cceed Mossadegh if a fight led 
by 14 opposition depu ties in the 
Majlis, lower Hou se of Parlia­ 
ment, su cceeds in u nseating the 
premier. 
The British, hopefu l that Mossa­ 
degh can be ou sted, twisted an 
economic noose tighter abou t Iran 
by ordering ships already at sea 
with cargoes of “certain scarce 
materials” to change cou rse and 
head for other ports.” 
These in­ 
clu ded su gar, rails and railroad 
ties. Most of the ships were told 
to u nload at Basra, Iraq . 
Order Is in Line 
A board of trade spok esman 
said the order was in line with 
the British government’s decision 
to su spend the financial and trade 
benefits it gave Iran before Mossa­ 
degh won an oil property national­ 
ization program that has closed 
down the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com­ 
pany operations at Abadan.

Slash Efforts Beaten

Senator Flanders (R.-Vt.) first 
lost 49 to 29 in a move to hold 
the total to $55,000,000,000. 
Senator Langer (R.-N.D.) forced 
a second test on chopping ou t $5,-' 
000,000,000. 
That went down 51 
to 29. 
Senator H. 
Alexander Smith 
(R.-N. J.) then moved to whittle

Senator Brick er (R-Ohio), the 
GOP candidate for vice president 
seven years ago, told a reporter 
Dewey “hasn’t made it clear ju st 
what else he wants u s to do” 
toward bolstering the strength of 
free nations in the Far East. 
After a conference with Presi­ 
dent Tru man yesterday, Dewey 
called for “mu ch closer political 
and 
military 
alliances” 
among 
those nations. He declared that 
having lau nched a “great pro­ 
gram” for defense of Eu rope, “ou r 
own defenses req u ire that we de­ 
velop a similar porgram in sou th­ 
east Asia.” 
•Repeats His Stand 
Brick er’s req u est that Dewey 
be more specific came after the 
New York governor had reiterated

nominee. Dewey, who won the 
nomination in 1948 as well as fou r 
years earlier, has said he will 
not mak e another try next year.

Roy Weber on Au gu st 19, 1950, 
when Clara was to answer to a 
charge of assau lt, third degree. 
The complainant was Mrs. Hazel 
Bu sh, who charged that Clara 
Palen had stru ck her in the face 
du ring one of Clara’s freq u ent 
visits to the Bu sh home. 
Two Fou nd Dead 
Edward Bu sh and Clara Palen 
were fou nd dead in the park ed 
Bu sh car on October 22, 1950, by 
two hu nters who came u pon the 
car on the Old Bu ck road off the 
j Kripplebu sh road. The car was 
park ed on a wood road and the 
coUple had committed su icide. A 
pipe had been welded to the ex­ 
hau st and brou ght u p into the car. 
The ignition was on and there was 
a half tank of gas bu t it is be­ 
lieved the car became overheated 
and stalled. Lincoln and Simon 
Hornbeck of Kripplebu sh discov­ 
ered the cou ple.

Alderman John Bu boltz, Dem., 
Fou rth Ward, spok e on the pro­ 
posal, stating that he was inter­ 
ested in seeing that the people of 
the city be protected. He spok e in 
opposition to a “24-hou r clau se” 
which he u nderstood the bill con­ 
tained.

that the law contains no 24-hou r 
clau se, and that citizens will con­ 
tinu e to have adeq u ate time in 
wThich to file su it against the city.

Reds Resist B i t t e r l y 
North of Yanggu; 
Marine Plane 
Is Downed 


U. S. Eighth Army Headquar­ 
ters, Korea, Sept. 14 UP>—United 
Nations doughboy s today wrested 
a towering peak from bitterly re­ 
sisting Reds north of Yanggu as 
the « .bloody “ b&ttle of the hills” 
ground on in eastern Korea. 
On the other end of the penin­ 
sula, six Russian-ty pe T-34 tanks 
and two self-propelled guns were 
spotted west of Yonchon. They 
were 
immediately 
attacked 
by 
UN artillery , planes and tanks. 
An allied briefing officer said 
they were dug in, and apparently 
designed for defensiv e purposes by 
the Reds. 
In the air war, allied planes 
roared through Korean skies on 
close support missions for the in­ 
fantry and slashing attacks at 
Red supply lines. 
One marine Corsair fighter was 
downed 
by 
Communist 
ground 
fire. The Fifth Air Force said 
there was no chance of pilot sur­ 
v iv al. For the first time in six 
day s there were no reports of 
J et battles. 
Ground 
action 
was 
concen­ 
trated along the spiny ridges of 
Korea’s eastern front. 
The UN foot troops captured 
a towering mountain peak there 
after getting reports that it was 
thinly defended. 
But die-hard North Koreans re­ 
pulsed a UN attack on another 
mountain to the west. 
Mortar Fir© Heav y 
A briefing officer said allied 
troops on one mountain slope re­ 
ceiv ed “ an u n u s u a l l y large 
amount” of Red mortar fire. 
The Red tanks in the west were 
spotted west of Yonchon, about 
sev en miles north of Parallel 38 . 
It is on the main north-south road 
from Seoul to Chorwon. 
Three were seen on a road In 
the v alley , and three others and 
the two guns on a nearby ridge. 
An allied tank force mov ed up 
to within 2,000 y ards and opened 
fire.

Tehran, Iran, Sept. 14 (ZP)—A 
campaign to unseat Premier Mo­ 
hammed Mossadegh in the fight 
over Iran’s oil nationalization pol­ 
icy was gathering momentum both 
inside and outside the country to­ 
day. 
Said Zia Ed-Din, a former con­ 
servative premier and pro-British 
head of the inactive National Will 
party, reopened his party head­ 
quarters and rallied supporters 
last night in a speech denouncing 
the premier. 
Zia Ed-Din, a favorite of the 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, is 
the man considered most likely to

ment, succeeds in unseating the 
premier. 
The British, hopeful that Mossa­ 
degh can be ousted, twisted an 
economic noose tighter about Iran 
by ordering ships already at sea 
with cargoes of “certain scarce 
materials’’ to change course and 
head for other ports.” 
These in­ 
cluded sugar, rails and railroad 
ties. 
Most of the ships were told 
to unload at Basra, Iraq. 
Order Im in Line 
A board of trade spokesman 
said the order was in line with 
the British government’s decision 
to suspend the financial and trade 
benefits it gave Iran before Mossa­ 
degh won an oil property national­ 
ization program that has closed 
down the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com­ 
pany operations at Abadan. 
The British treasury earlier in 
the week cut off its guarantee of 
dollars to Iran.

charge of assault, third degree. 
The complainant was Mrs. Hazel 
Bush, who charged that Clara 
Palen had struck her in the face 
during one of Clara’s frequent 
visits to the Bush home. 
Two Found Dead 
Edward Bush and Clara Palen 
wrere found dead in the parked 
Bush car on October 22, 1950, by 
two hunters who came upon the 
car on the Old Buck road off the 
Kripplebush road. The car was 
parked on a wood road and the 
I couple had committed suicide. A 
pipe had been welded to the ex­ 
haust and brought up into the car. 
The ignition was on and there was 
a half tank of gas but it is be­ 
lieved the car became overheated 
and stalled. Lincoln and Simon 
Hornbeck of Kripplebush discov­ 
ered the couple. 
They. had been dead a long time 
in the tightly closed car and it 
was believed by the authorities 
at the time they had died in a 
suicide pact shortly after they dis­ 
appeared. 
On August IO, 1950, Clara Palen 
was arrested on a w arrant charg­ 
ing assault, third degree, the com­ 
plainant being Edward Bush’s wife. 
Clara was arraigned before Jus­ 
tice Weber and bail was fixed at 
$500 for her appearance on Au­ 
gust. 19. 
She spent the night in 
jail and next day Bush deposited 
the $500 cash bail and Clara was 
released. 
Both then disappeared. 
Failed to Appear 
On the adjourned date Clara 
Palen failed to appear and the 
bail w’as forfeited. 
The application to remit the 
forfeiture and pay the $500 to Mrs. 
Bush was made by Joseph Avis 
on behalf of Mrs. Bush on thp 
grounds that at the time the bail 
was forfeited Clara Palen was al­ 
ready dead and could not appear. 
The application is directed to 
Justice of the Peace Weber and 
Richard Mack, supervisor of the 
town of Marbletown and The Peo­ 
ple of the State of New York.

Tehran, Iran, Sept. 14 (IP)—A 
campaign to unseat Premier Mo­ 
hammed Mossadegh in the fight 
over Iran’s oil nationalization pol­ 
icy was gathering momentum both 
inside and outside the country to­ 
day. 
Said Zia Ed-Din, a former con­ 
servative premier and pro-British 
head of the inactive National Will 
party, reopened his party head­ 
quarters and rallied supporters 
last night in a speech denouncing 
the premier. 
Zia Ed-Din, a favorite of the 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, is 
the man considered most likely to 
succeed Mossadegh if a fight led 
by 14 opposition deputies in the 
Majlis, lower House of Parlia­ 
ment, succeeds in unseating the 
premier. 
The British, hopeful that Mossa­ 
degh can be ousted, twisted an 
economic noose tighter about Iran 
by ordering ships already at sea 
with cargoes of “certain scarce 
materials’’ to change course and 
head for other ports.”

Newkirk conducted a public hear­ 
ing at the city hall on Thursday 
evening. The hearing was attended 
by only three persons. 
Alderman John Buboltz, Dem., 
Fourth Ward, spoke on the pro­ 
posal, stating that he was inter­ 
ested in seeing that the people of 
the city be protected. He spoke in 
opposition to a “24-hour clause” 
which he understood the bill con­ 
tained.

sink. 
Margot Gayle, of New York, an 
executive of the league, explains 
it this way:

“We believe some things such 
as the Kefauver hearings shocked 
women into realization that ifs 
time they got out and got busy. 
“We’ve been ladylike and in­ 
tellectual long enough. Now I 
think women , are ready to go 
back to the rip-roaring methods 
of the Suffragettes. 
“For the first time we’ve been 
able to get women in New York 
to walk up and down 42nd street 
with 
sandwich 
boards 
urging 
women to register qnd vote. We 
had sound trucks out, too, before

The Automobile Safety Association recom­ 
mends 
that September 30 be observed 
throug hout the nation as Traffic Memorial 
I>ay . 
This special day is needed to drive home 
the appalling and almost incredible toll and 
we need it to pledg e our utmost efforts to 
stop needless maiming and slaug htering on 
our hig hway s. 
Another important reason for the observ­ 
ance is at this time of the y ear we are likely 
to lower our g uard. There is an impression 
that once the Labor Day week-end is past, 
the most dang erous driving part of the y ear 
is over. Quite the contrary , automobile 
deaths and injuries are g reatest in the final 
three months of the y ear. October, Novem­ 
ber and December are reg ularly the most 
trag ic months on our hig hway s. Each week 
the automobile averag es to kill more than 
7 00 and injure more than 30,000 persons. 
Over the holiday period there were no 
hig hway fatalities in King ston and Ulster 
County . We trust this record will be kept 
intact during the fall, when traffic will con­ 
tinue to be heavy . Many tourists come here 
during this time of the y ear to view the 
g randeur of the country side. 
We all should resolve to close every loop­ 
hole throug h which auto accidents can hap­ 
pen, to overlook or neg lect no factor in­ 
volved. That includes the driver, the pedes­ 
trian, the hig hway , traffic reg ulation enforce­ 
ment and the car itself. 
When any man-made machine has a long 
continuing record of killing and injuring its 
operators, the common sense thing to do is 
to analy ze that machine and discover that 
it can be made safer to drive.

EVITA’S WITHDRAWAL 
Some observers of Latin-American affairs 
believe that the decision of the powers that 
lie in Arg entina that Evita Peron was too 
y oung to run for vice-president on the 
ticket with her husband must have been 
based on public objection, which made itself 
felt despite the seeming popular demand for 
her nomination. The present reg ime has not 
hesitated to chang e other laws when it 
wished. 
To have a woman occupy such a hig h of­ 
fice would run counter to old Latin-Ameri­ 
can traditions. Children, cooking and church 
still appeal to many as the only proper in­ 
terests for a woman. Thoug h the old prej­ 
udices are breaking down and women are 
beg inning to have careers, enoug h intoler­ 
ance mig ht still remain to make it prudent 
for Evita to restrain her political ambitions. 
It is not alway s that a traditional prej­ 
udice comes to the aid of democracy in 
opposition to dictatorship.

est location in a truck; frag ile merchandise 
can be put in that location and carried over 
the least bumpy route, and ag ain damag e is 
reduced.

THE NEXT STEP 
Empires expand b ecause a political vacuum is 
intolerab le. 
When an expanding empire encoun­ 
ters resistance, such as Napoleon’s did in the m arch 
to Moscow, it m ust speedily divert the attention 
not only of its people b ut of its satellites from a 
real failure to a dram atic even if only an apparent 
victory . 
Otherwise the empire b egins to suffer on 
its periphery from revolts, civil w ars, local nation­ 
alisms! 
This pattern is so usual that it might b e 
accepted as a guide to im perialistic conduct. 
This is to b e noted: 
1. In the y ear 1951 thus far, with the exception 
of Tib et, Soviet Russia has made no gains. 
Be­ 
tween 1938 and 1951, Soviet Russia’s territorial 
gains were rhy thm ically regular. 
2. 
The program for expansion into Korea, 
Burm a and French Indo-China has b een arrested. 
3. 
Politically , Soviet Russia has encountered 
among her European satellites a rising nationalism 
which M arxist doctrines cannot void as long as Tito 
stands his ground. 
4. 
At San Francisco, Soviet Russia suffered a 
m ajor diplomatic defeat, not as much b ecause a 
treaty with Japan was signed b y 48 nations, b y t 
b ecause the leadership of Nehru in Asia was proved 
to b e b ankrupt, only Burma going along with India 
in opposition to American leadership. 
The fact that Cey lon, Indonesia, and the two 
French Indo-Chinese nations as well as Pakistan 
and the Arab states signed this treaty gives evi­ 
dence that the results of the tremendous lab ors of 
the Russians in Asia are unsatisfactory . 
Russia m ust act swiftly if this defeat at San 
Francisco, following upon the failures in Korea 
andd French Indo-China, is not to impress itself 
too vitally upon such a country as China. 
Gromy ko gave the show away when, in answer 
to a q uestion, he said that Soviet Russia had no 
amb assador in Japan b ut a m ilitary mission. 
He 
was, of course, correct, b ecause countries which are 
not sovereign do not receive amb assadors. 
Under 
the term s set forth at Potsdam (July 17-August 2, 
1945) and Moscow (Decemb er 16-26, 1945), Japan 
was an occupied country until the signing and ra ti­ 
fication of the San Francisco treaty . 
At fhese conferences, the nature of the occupa­ 
tion was organized. 
A F ar Eastern commission 
was estab lished consisting of the representatives of 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub lics, United 
Kingdom, 
United 
States, 
China, 
France, 
the 
Netherlands, 
Canada, 
Australia, 
New 
Zealand, 
India, and the Philippine Commonwealth. 
Also, an 
allied council for Japan was estab lished consisting 
of the supreme commander (or his deputy ), who 
shall b e chairm an and United States memb er; a 
Union of Soviet Socialist Repub lics memb er; a 
Chinese memb er; and a memb er representing joint­ 
ly the United Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand, 
and India. 
The allied council for Japan actually occupied 
Japan and set up the agencies for its government 
under the chairmanship of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 
M emb er-states m aintained m ilitary mis­ 
sions in Toky o. 
At San Francisco, b oth the commission and the 
council were ab olished and Japan b ecame a sov­ 
ereign nation b y the decision of 48 nations, includ­ 
ing m em b er-states of b oth the commission and 
council, except Russia, India and China. 
China was_ not included b ecause the United 
States could not accept Soviet China and the B rit­ 
ish would not accept N ationalist China. India oper­ 
ates in the diplomatic field as a Kremlin affiliate. 
Russia refused to sign. 
The United States, however, will m aintain its 
m ilitary mission in Toky o b y virtue of a b ilateral 
agreem ent b etween Japan and the United States 
b y the term s of which an American m ilitary force 
rem ains to defend Japan until thkt country is ab le 
to defend herself. 
Under the San Francisco treaty , Russia should 
withdraw her m ilitary mission from Toky o. 
But 
Russia has rejected that treaty and has fallen b ack 
on the Potsdam and Moscow agreements, which 
are no longer b inding upon the United States, 
Great Britain, Japan or any other signatory of San 
Francisco. 
In term s of international law, Japan, 
a sovereign state, could order the Russian m ilitary 
mission out of its country . 
It could pick up that 
mission and dump it in Sib eria. 
Russia could use such an issue as a casus b elli. 
As Japan has no m ilitary force, such a w ar would 
b e against the United States. It could develop into 
a general war. 
If Soviet Russia perm its this situation to go b y 
default, it will have to do something ab out its mili­ 
tary mission in Japan, which now has no status. 
T hat mission was not designated to the Japanese 
government b ut to the allied council for Japan. 
That council is now out of existence. 
As Russia

By keeping 
calm and not gulping in air he got relief from his 
sy mptoms. There was no odor to his b reath. 
However, when the air b reathed out naturally 
from the lungs has a b ad odor there is alway s some­ 
thing wrong.

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W ashington — A revolutionary 
discovery which could make farm ­ 
ing unnecessary has b een made b y 
three scientists at the National 
Institute of Health.

The scientists, Dr. Dean Burk, a 
cancer research expert;

Jerome Cornfield, a m athem atic­ 
ian, have found an efficient way to 
release the energy of light in the 
lab oratory . 
They 
are

plant life in test tub es from light, | 
water, carb on dioxide and one- 
celled algae. 
This discovery , b ased on earlier 
research b y the great Nob el prize 
winner, Dr. Emil W arb urg of Ger­ 
many , promises to unlock the key 
to these possib ilities: 
1. Produce plant life in “food 
factories” cheaper and more ef- 
j ficiently than present-day farm- 
! ing. Less than 1 per cent of the 
. sun’s energy is utilized now in 
farming and if food can now b e 
: grown b y artificial sunlight, the 
survival prob lems of such crowded 
areas as Japan and England' could 
b e solved. Japan, with a teeming 
population and many mountains, 
has existed in the past chiefly b y 
foreign trade and foreign con­ 
q uest—though today the Ameri­ 
can people are spending one b il­ 
lion dollars annually to support 
her. 
England, with an eq ually dense

sunlight, 
thrived through foreign trade and 
foreign conq uest in the past—now 
is b eing sub sidized b y the Ameri­ 
can taxpay er. 
Growing food b y artificial sun­ 
light could change all this—also 
alleviate the annual starvation of 
several million people in India. 
2. Provide hy drogen gas in un­ 
limited am ounts.b y taking it from 
w ater b y sunlight. 
3. Convert sunlight into elec­ 
tric power: This could make Ari­ 
zona, 
New Mexico, 
Texas and 
California 
the

centers of the U.S.A.; could even 
shift

from around Pittsb urgh and Chi­ 
cago to the southwest.

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TRAFFIC MEMORIAL DAY 
The Automobile Safety Association recom­ 
mends that September 30 be observed 
throughout the nation as Traffic Memorial 
Day. 
This special day is needed to drive home 
the appalling and almost incredible toll and 
we need it to pledge our utmost efforts to 
stop needless maiming and slaughtering on 
our highways. 
Another important reason for the observ­ 
ance is at this time of the year we are likely 
to lower our guard. There is an impression 
that once the Labor Day week-end is past, 
the most dangerous driving part of the year 
is over. Quite the contrary, automobile 
deaths and injuries are greatest in the final 
three months of the year. October, Novem­ 
ber and December are regularly the most 
tragic months on our highways. Each week 
the automobile averages to kill more than 
700 and injure more than 30,000 persons. 
Over the holiday period there were no 
highway fatalities in Kingston and Ulster 
County. We trust this record will be kept 
intact during the fall, when traffic will con­ 
tinue to be heavy. Many tourists come here 
during this time of the year to view the 
grandeur of the countryside. 
We all should resolve to close every loop­ 
hole through which auto accidents can hap­ 
pen, to overlook or neglect no factor in­ 
volved. That includes the driver, the pedes­ 
trian, the highway, traffic regulation enforce­ 
ment and the car itself. 
When any man-made machine has a long 
continuing record of killing and injuring its 
operators, the common sense thing to do is 
to analyze that machine and discover that 
it can be made safer to drive.

EVTTA’S WITHDRAWAL 
Some observers of Latin-American affairs 
believe that the decision of the powers that 
lie in Argentina that Evita Peron was too 
young to run for vice-president on the 
ticket with her husband must have been 
based on public objection, which made itself 
felt despite the seeming popular demand for 
her nomination. The present regime has not 
hesitated to change other laws when it 
wished.

Children, cooking and church 
still appeal to many as the only proper in­ 
terests for a woman. Though the old prej­ 
udices are breaking down and women are 
beginning to have careers, enough intoler­ 
ance might still remain to make it prudent 
for Evita to restrain her political ambitions.

THE NEXT STEP 
Empires expand because a political vacuum is 
intolerable. 
When an expanding empire encoun­ 
ters resistance, such as Napoleon’s did in the march 
to Moscow, it must speedily divert the attention 
not only of its people but of its satellites from a 
real failure to a dramatic even if only an apparent 
victory. Otherwise the empire begins to suffer on 
its periphery from revolts, civil wars, local nation­ 
alisms! This pattern is so usual that it might be 
accepted as a guide to imperialistic conduct. 
This is to be noted: 
1. In the year 1951 thus far, with the exception 
of Tibet, Soviet Russia has made no gains. 
Be­ 
tween 1938 and 1951, Soviet Russia’s territorial 
gains were rhythmically regular. 
2. 
The program for expansion into Korea, 
Burma and French Indo-China has been arrested. 
3. Politically, Soviet Russia has encountered 
among her European satellites a rising nationalism 
which Marxist doctrines cannot void as long as Tito 
stands his ground. 
4. 
At San Francisco, Soviet Russia suffered a 
major diplomatic defeat, not as much because rn 
treaty with Japan was signed by 48 nations, but 
because the leadership of Nehru in Asia was proved 
to be bankrupt, only Burma going along with India 
in apposition to American leadership. 
The fact that Ceylon, Indonesia, and the two

HOW TO PREVENT BAD BREATH 
I have written before about an outstanding uni­ 
versity and later professional hockey player who 
before a game suffered greatly with what he called 
gas on his stomach. It was found that as the hour 
for the game approached he was gulping air, not 
into his lungs but into his stomach.

Some observers of Latin-American affairs 
believe that the decision of the powers that 
lie in Argentina that Evita Perón was too 
young to run for vice-president on the 
ticket with her husband must have been 
based on public objection, which made itself 
felt despite the seeming popular demand for 
her nomination. The present regime has not 
hesitated to change other laws when it 
wished. 
To have a woman occupy such a high of­ 
fice would run counter to old Latin-Ameri­ 
can traditions.

FOR SMOOTHER LIFE 
Life may be made smoother by a new 
mechanical contrivance of the age, a gadget 
which finds out when and where the bumps 
are.

That Body of Yours

HOW TO PREVENT BAD BREATH 
I have written before about an outstanding uni­ 
versity and later professional hockey player who 
before a game suffered greatly with what he called 
gas on his stomach. It was found that as the hour 
for the game approached he was gulping air, not 
into his lungs but into his stomach. By keeping 
calm and not gulping in air he got relief from his 
symptoms. There was no odor to his breath. 
However, when the air breathed out naturally 
from the lungs has a bad odor there is always some­ 
thing wrong. Like everything else in medicine, the 
physician first looks for the likeliest or commonest 
cause of a symptom. 
In Your Health Magazine, Dr. Charles A. Levin­ 
son, Boston, states “Foul breath is a very common 
occurrence in adults as well as children. The most 
common cause is decayed teeth or pyorrhea (pus 
conditions of the gums). In the smallest cavity 
there are millions of germs which thrive due to the 
excellent conditions for growth. The mouth is warm 
and dark and the germs get all the food and drink 
they want because you automatically feed them 
when you eat your daily meals. So the little cavity 
becomes a large one.”

Dr. Levinson states further that there are many 
cases of fetid breath caused by constiaption, acid 
stomach, tuberculosis, Infected throat and tonsils, 
and by nose and throat diseases, especially chronic 
dry catarrh. 
Another cause of bad breath, recently discov­ 
ered, is eating too much fat food. Cleaning the 
teeth after each meal, preventing accumulation of 
sugar on and between teeth, prevents decay of 
teeth and hence prevents bad breath.

A preliminary report covering 
the general fund operations was 
released last March 31 by Dewey 
and McGovern, but it did not 
cover detailed debt figures. 
The comptroller said that 40 
cents of every dollar received into 
the state’s general fund in 1950- 
51 was spent for state purposes— 
that is, general operating costs. 
This included operation of the 19 
state departments, 60 state in­ 
stitutions, the state colleges, the

The rest went for 
state aid to localities. This is 
money the state pays to localities 
out of its receipts to help the 
communities operate such things 
as schools and welfare programs.
